ſay that we muſt in all Caſes obey. As if 
there was no difference between not reſiſt in 
and obeying, By his Doctrine we muſt do all 
that a Prince commands, be it never ſo ſinful, 
and that upon pain of Damnation. I am ve- 
ry ſure ſhould a School boy, who has only
